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Scuencx and Parx confronted each, other 
in the room of the House Foreign Committee 
yesterday, and each told his story concerning 
that much-talked-of letter of resignation. It 
seems there are two copies of this letter, one 
in the handwriting of Scuencx and one 
written by Panx. Panrx contends that his is 
the original draft, and that the ex-Minister 
copied it. Panx explained certain interpo- 
lations in the Scuencx copy which he said 
were designed to convince the public that 
Mr. Scuence did not dissolve his offi- 
cial connection with the Mining Com- 
pany because of any want of confidence 
in the value of the stock. To most of 
Pann's story Mr. Scuzncx giv indignant 
denial. How this question df veracity will 
be settled to the satisfaction of the General's 
friends it is at present difficult to imagine.

THE MAYOR’S ELECTION. 

Mr. Jamieson, the retiring City Attorney, 
furnished the retiring Board of Aldermen 
with a retiring opinion to the effect that they 
ought not to canvass the vote for Mayor 
polled at the recent election, and he also ad- 
vised the Board that the present Council 
eould not elect one of their “number Mayor, 
which is good law, and that the incoming 
Council could not, which is bad law! Mr. 
Jamizson’s argument may be stated briefly 
to be: 

1. That no vacancy has occurred in the 
office of Mayor since Coxivrn's election in 
Decembeg, 1878; and that no election for 
Mayor can take place (unless a vacancy shall 
hereafter occur) until April, 1877. 

2. That if a vacancy has oc 
Office, it happened in April, 18 
charter was adopted, or in 
ing, when the term for which 
elected expired. 

8. That in either event the vacancy oc- 
curred more than one year before the expira- 
tion of the legal term of Mayor, nnd therefore 
under no circumstances can it be filled by the 
Common Council. 

4. That if a vacancy happened at either 
date, that office must be filled at a special 
election to be called by the Common Council. 

5. That notice and a call are indispensable 
to give validity to a special election. 

It will be noticed that Mr. Jai«reson as- 
sumes that the charter, by operation of law, 
extended the legal term of the Mayor until 
April, 1877, and of the other city officers until 
April, 1876. There is neither common sense 
nor legal warrant for this extension of official 
terms, which is, on the contrary, specifically 
prohibited by the Constitution. The char- 
ter has been the absolute law of the city from 
the day the vote thereon was canvassed and 
the result declared. The adoption of the 
charter terminated the official existence of all 
the elective officers—Mayor, Council, Treasu- 
rer, Collector, and Attorney—as completely 
and as effectually as if their terms had ex- 
pired that day. The only right and authori- 
ty that either Mayor Cotvrin or Attorney Ja- 
mrzson had to exercise the duties of their of- 
fices after that day is given in the third sec- 
tion of the first article of the charter, which

This section does not extend the official 
term of any officer ; it assumes that all these 
officers are legislated out by the adoption of 
the new charter, but it directs that during 


the interval or interregnum preceding the

elected. 

When was this electioa to take place? The 
charter states that ‘‘ at the general election 
in 1878, and biennially thereafter, the 
Mayor shall be elected in each city,” but that 
does not preclude an election in 1876, there 
being no Mayor in office,—the office not hav- 
ing been previously filled. All the limit im- 
posed by this provision was that a Mayor 
must be elected in 1877 to serve two years, 
and that the Mayor elected in 1876, to fill 
the void in that office, should serve only for 
one year. 

The law having vacated all the elective 
offices, having abruptly cut off the official 
terms of all the then existing officers, the in- 
cumbents were directed to occupy the vacant 
premises until new tenants were selected to 
fill the places. Mr. Cotvm has never been 
Mayor since the charter was adopted, except 
in the sense of a temporary custodian until 
a Mayor could be duly elected. The charter 
provided for a ‘‘ general election for city offi- 
cers” in April, 1876 ;.it was not a “‘ special 
election,” but a general election, at which 
néarly 40,000 voters deposited their ballots 
for a man to fill the office of Mayor, which 
has had none other than a temporary occu- 
pant since April, 1875. 

Mr. Jamrmson concludes that the failure to 
give notice, etc., cannot avoid or defeat the 
legality of a ‘‘ general élection,” the date of 
which is fixed by law. The voluntary election 
by the people of a Mayor at a “general 
election ” was therefore valid in law, and the 
advice of the City Attorney that the Council 
treat the action of 40,000 voters with con- 
tempt, even to refusing to record the fact 
thas they had so voted, was not only dis- 
courteous but presumptious. 

The City Attorney advises the Council that 
it had once held there was no vacancy in the 
office of Mayor, and therefore refused to call 
a special election, and that it should adhere 
to that position. The question whether a 
vacancy exists is a question of fact. The 
late Common Council having refused to rec- 
ognize the fact of a vacancy in the office of 
Mayor does not preclude the new Common 
Council doing so. The new Common Coun- 
cil may assume that the vacancy becomes a 
fact from the date at which they can take 
official cognizance of it, and, the vacancy 
being for less than a year, may proceed 
to fill it-by the election of one of their 
own number. Should they do so, and disre- 
gard Mr. Convi's official exiatence in the 
future, they will have, with the Mayor of 
their own choice and their own Finance 
Committee, absolute control over the city 
affairs. Will Mr. Convo take notice, and 
render such a municipal conflict unneces- 
sary? 
THE FINANCE QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 

Perhaps the most senseless of all the great 
variety of senseless things done by the Dem- 
oeratic majority in the House of Representa 
tives 1s the monthly forcing of a vote to sus- 
pend the rules in order to repeal the act pro- 
viding for the redemption of the legal-tender 
notes in coin on the ist of January, 1879. 
A suspension of the rules requires a two- 
thirds vote, and it is well known to both the 
resumptionists and the repudiationists that a 
two-thirds vote cannot be obtained to war- 
rant a vote on the repeal itself before it shall 
have been duly reported from the proper 
Committee. The call for a vote on the sus- 
pension of the rules can have no other pur- 
pose, therefore, than that of affording Con- 
greasional demagogues the opportunity to 
deceive their constituents by a vote that 
counts for nothing either way. Thus Mr. 
Parnz, of Cleveland, who pretends to favor 
resumption, may say that he voted to sus- 
pend the rules either in order promptly to 
defeat the proposed repeal or make room for 
another resnmption scheme. Likewise men 
who vote in the negative on a motion to sus- 
pend the rules to make room for the re- 

bill may vote for the repeal when 
it is duly reported. There is nothing 
binding abou. the vote to suspend the rules, 
and nothing which authoritatively indicates 
the sentiment of the voter on the real issue. 
Its only use is to enable certain demagogical 
Congressmen to make up fictitious records 
for the deception of their constitutenta, For 
the rest, it merely enables the Democrats to 
carry out their do-nothing policy, and devote 
their time to the misrepresentation ef com- 
mittee investigations. 

There is just one thing the Democrats can 
do with safety in this currency matter,—an 
action that will probably have the most ben- 
eficial results, but which will still be non- 
committal initself. This isto adopt immediate 
measures for bringing the available silver into 
circulation, thereby relieving the famine of 
small change, and affording an opportunity to 
test the popular sentiment on the circulation 
of coin. This can be done, fortunately, 
without any cost to the Government, and 
without in the least disturbing values. The 
first step will be to adopt the resolution pre- 
pared by Mr. Frost, of Boston, which au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, under 
such restrictions and regulations as will 
secure a fair circulation, tc issue the 
silver coin now in the Treasury in 
exchange for an equal amount of legal-ten- 
ders, the latter to be reissued for the retire- 
ment of the like amount of fractional curren- 
cy, which shall be canceled and destroyed. 
The object of this proposition is merely to 
make the law of April 17, relative to the issue 
of silver in exchange for fractionals, immedi- 
ately operative, The people have hoarded 
their fractionals for exchange, but the Treas- 
ury and Sub-Treasuries have not the clerical 
force adequate for the labor of counting, 
sorting, etc., and the result is that, though 
there were $14,000,000 of silver coin in the 
Treasury at the time the law was passed, only 
about $1,500,000 of that sum has been put 


tion will enable the Treasury Department to 
avail itself of the assistance of the banks 
throughout the country, to which the silver 
may be issued in exchange for greenbacks, on 


The next step for Congress to take is to 
adopt the new silver bill offered in the Sen- 


tion of the debt as if the same amount of 
bonds were purchased and destroyed. Nor 
would there be any contraction in the cur- 
rency, the only difference being that silver 
would take the place of a certain portion of 
would be retained, and the greenbacks and 
silver would circulate side by side. 

If the Democrats in Congress will accept 
this af a sort of tacit compromise for the 
present, and agree to do nothing more about 
the currency, we are confident of the most 
beneficial results. They might then adjourn 
and await the effect upon the people of this* 
partial coin circulation. We would advise the 
placing of a large proportion of the silver is- 
sue in the two States of Ohio and Indiana, 
which alone seem to be seriously infected 
with the shinplaster mania, and we are con- 
vinced that it would work a radical change in 
the sentiment of those two States on this 
question. If the ‘‘ greenbackers” in Con- 
gress dare to trust their constituency with an 
actual contact with coin, even for subsidiary 
uses, let them simply adopt the plan proposed 
and await the result. If a year’s experience 
shall show that there is nothing very danger- 
ous in the circulation of coin, after all, per- 
haps they will afterwards be willing to make 
as much concession in favor of gold as in fa- 
vor of silver. 


THE COURT-HOUSE PROPOSITION. 

Taz Trrsunz has already printed a full 
description of the plans for a Court-House, 
prepared by Mr. Borrxoron, which he, in 
connection with Amos Grannis, N. 8. Bovron, 
Mortmesr & Tarrzr, and the Carnrze Broth- 
ers, proposes to erect complete for $2,100,- 
000. Every tax-payer should endeavor to get 
a view of these plans, which may be seen in 
Mr. Bormeton’s office. They compare fav- 
orably with any of the plans that were sub- 
mitted originally, and aré much superior to 
the so-called compromise plan on which Ecan 
and Triuzy have partially agreed. The Bor- 
inetow plan proposes building on the new 
foundations now being prepared, and pro- 
vides for interior light and air by a space 150x 
160 feet in the centre, which is to be utilized 
both for light and for a large public room on 
the first floor. This immense hall will be 
roofed with giass and furnished with ven- 
tilators, so as to give light and air to all the 
inside offices. The floor of this room 
will be covered with the sidewalk lights, so 
as to make the space in the basement under- 
neath perfectly available for offices. This 
centre room itself will be a vast political ex- 
change, kept for public purposes, and open- 
ing upon all the corridors and entrances to 
the various departments. The room takes 
the place of the dome contemplated in the 
Eoan-Triuzy plan, which, besides being a 
useless appendage, will cost certainly half a 
million and probably three-quarters of a mill- 
ion of dollars. In place of any ornamenta- 
tion which the dome might furnish, Mr. Bor- 
tNcToN’s plan proposes two great clock-tow- 
ers, fronting on Randolph and Washington 
streets, the cost of which is included in the 
general estimate ; they will be as ornamental 
as the dome, and much more useful. The 
exterior of the building is massive and beauti- 
ful, without any lavish waste of ornamenta- 
tion, and his plan of construction contem- 
plates fire-proof walls running from founda- 
tion to roof at every corridor. The building 
would be in every respect a credit to the city. 

Now, the cost of the building on the plan 
that Tuuzy and Eaan are trying to agree 
upon will be, according to their owa admis- 
sion, about $3,600,000, and it will probably 
not be less than $4,000,000, and this in spite 
of the understanding between the city and 
county that the total cost should not exceed 
$2,500,000. But Mr. Bormeron and his 
associates, occupying the leading positions 
in their various branches of building, offer 
te construct a Court-House equally desirable, 
with a guarantee in any sum that may be de- 
manded that it shall be built strictly in ac- 
cordance with the specifications they submit, 
that it shall be completed within two years 
and a half, and that no claim shall be made 
for more than $2,100,000, the contract-price. 
Every.one knows that this sum is ample, at 
the present prices of labor and material, to 
construct as elegant and substantial 
a building as Chicago needs. A _ re- 
fusal to accept their .offer will cost 
the tax-payers of Cook County at least 
a million anda half, and probably tico mill 
ions of dollars, in excess of this sum. Here is 
an admirable opportunity for the Board of 
County Commissioners to show that the 
moral indictment brought against them by 
the late Grand Jury is not well-founded If 
they will abandon the opportunities for job- 
bing incident to the building of the Court- 
House, and save the people two. millions of 
dollars by accepting the offer made them, 
with ample guarantee, they will be relieved in 
part of the suspicion of corruption which 
now attachesto them. But, if they reject 
this offer, their action will be a strong con. 
firmation of the serious charges which the 
Grand Jury have put upon them.

MRE. BLAINE’S SEC”) STATEMENT. 

We are glad to note Mr. Buamm’s second 
appearance on the floor of Congress in his 
own behalf, and his friends will now agree 
with him that he is justified in announcing 
that he will not take any further notice of 
scandals with which his name shall be asso- 
ciated.

Several 
persons were cited as having knowledge of 
the transaciion,—among them Srewaar, 
his former partner named Rrpxz, 
Tuomas Ewa, Jr., and some newspaper 
correspondents. It was also copied from the 
Court record that, when the distribution of 
these bonds was made public in the shape of 
a suit brought by Stewart against the Kan- 
sas Pacific Company, there was a stipulation 
by the attorneys that Buianve’s bonds should 
be set down to his brother, “ Jou» E. 
Biaryz.” In his brief statement of the case 
to the House, Mr. Buanve produced «a letter 
from Stzwart showing that Joun E. Bran 
was always the owner of the bonds, and ac- 
quired the interest which they represent as 
far back as 1856, before James G. Brame 
entered Congress; also a letter from Rippiz 
saying he had never seen Biarvz in his office, 
and never knew of Srewanrr’s transferring 
bonds, as charged, or any other thing of 
value to Bian; also a letter from Tomas 
Ewe, Jn., who, having been a Director of 
the Kansas Pacific, testifies that he knows 
Briar never had any interest in the Com- 
pany ; also letters from others of like tenor. 
The charge seems to be completely and satis- 
factorily answered. Mr. Brame said in his 
first statement that it had been the rule of 
his life not to do anything which he would be 
averse to having publicly known, and we be- 
lieve he told the truth. 


A PAINFUL RUMOR. 

There is a painful rumor im circulation that « cor- 
rupt bargain and trade have been effected, or are like- 
ly to be effected, between the usurping scalawag in the 
Mayor’s office and a majority of the members in the 
new City Legislature.
